During the current year nineteen criminal prosecu- 
tions have been instituted by me. Of this number 4 were 
for larceny, disposed of as follows, Viz., two sent to 
County farm for shert terms; one indicted—plead guilty— 
sent to County farm for one year; one paid fine and costs. 
Eight liquor cases—five search warrants—nothing found; 
one bound over—no bill; one paid fine and costs; one 
presented to Grand Jury—no bill; one indictment for non 
support of family and same party indicted for obstruct- 
ing an officer. On plea of guilty to first indictment, pay- 
ment fineand costs and suspended sentence to County farm 
the state nol prossed the latter indictment; one obstruct- 
ing officer—paid fine and costs; one complaint under pure 
food act—discharged; one simple assault—County farm, 
one assuult with intent to kill—trial by jury—sentenced 
two years State prison; one homicide—bound over; one 
assault with intent to kill—indictment placed on file, re- 
spondent being in State prison. 

All criminal cases have been disposed of to date, no 
continued cases appearing on the state docket, and there 
are no civil suits pending in which the County is a party. 

The Grand Jury was in session but one day at either 
the May or November terms. 
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No fines, costs or money belonging to the County 
have been paid to me, as the statute provides.
